WASHINGTON (A P) - It’s de­

After weeks of hot debate, rec­ 
ord num bers of farm ers—possibly 
m ore than 1.5 million — are ex­ 
pected to vote today on a plan to 
curb wheat production. 


Their decision m ay cast the fu­ 
ture 
of 
government 
farm 
pro­ 
gram s, and their costs. 


In a nutshell the question is 
whether 
wheat 
farm ers 
want 
rigid controls and high price sup­ 
ports 
or no 
controls 
and 
low 
price supports. 


And the referendum ’s outcome, 
after the biggest cam paign ever 
w aged am ong farm ers, w as ex­ 
pected to have w idespread eco­ 
nom ic and political repercussions. 
Reports from the wheat areas 
indicated a 
close vote. 
Neither 
the plan’s proponents nor oppo­ 
nents would predict the result as 


farm 
com m unities. 
Results 
are 
expected to be known by early 
W ednesday. 
Under the plan, grow ers would 
be required to reduce their 19 6 4 
wheat output 10 per cent below’ 
this y e a r’s crop allotm ents. 
Wheat 
would be divided 
into 
two classes — one for dom estic 
food use and export and another 
for other uses, such a s livestock 
feed. The food-export wheat would 
bring grow ers a national average 
of $2 a bushel and the other $1.30. 
In addition, farm ers would get 
governm ent 
paym ents 
w h i c h 
could run up to $300 million on 
the idled wheat acres. 
If the plan is defeated, grow ­ 
ers would operate under an alter­ 
native program which would elim ­ 
inate all control and offer low 
supports—possibly $1.25 a bushel 
—but limited to those who vol­ 
untarily reduced plantings to the 
level set under the rejected plan.

m any are occupational. Union leaders gripe

the city blo c.

And never is it more uncomfortable to 
realize than it is after a fresh flareup of 
race tension in the United States that the 
ey es of the world are not predominantly 
the ey es of white men. Most of the human 
race is colored. 
Race tension is not uniqued to the United 
States. What is unique here is a written 
Constitution 
which 
outlaws discrimination 
against hum an beings because of their race, 
or their religion. 
The British are having color problems. 
India's caste wars have 
been fought on 
the color issue. Trouble in Haiti is caused 
ir part by domination of most of the pop­ 
ulation by a small minority of mulattos. 
No country in the world is free from racial 
and religious tension. What makes tension 
notable in the United States is not that it 
ex ists, but that it ex ists in defiance of a 
written Constitution which say s it must not 
ex ist. 


Still Less T h an F o o l-Pro o f 


There is understandable concern over the 
prospect of going a y ear and a-half without 
another space shot. 
If the space scientists decide they have 
nothing more to learn by putting another 
M ercury capsule into orbit, their decision 
might well be overridden by the politicians 
who must open the financial doors for the 
space program . 
Another 18 months would cover the entire 
period of the 1963-1964 budget and carry over 
into the 1964-1965 budget. 


IF THE Soviet Union’s space scientists 
were to pre-empt attention in the meantim e 
with a successful project, 
heavy pressure 
would be generated for another M ercury proj­ 
ect by the United States. 
That would be more feasible than a pre- 


m ature start on the Gemini project, 
which 
will reveal the problems of keeping human 
beings in space for long periods and enab­ 
ling them to m ake connections between two 
capsules lofted into orbit at different times. 
Regardless of what the Russians 
will do in 
the nex t y ear o r y ear and a-half, 
there will 
be no pressure 
to risk a Gemini failure by 
try ing too soon. 


BUT THE space program is In politics 
like every thing else connected with the gov­ 
ernm ent — and politics may require another 
dem onstration of capability . 
It will be as it was in the old day s 
when the United States used “ to show the 
flag.’’ 
Now 
it will be a 
case of the United 
States “ showing its capsules.’’ 


A Demo n stratio n 


Remember the Savannah, the first nuclear- 


powered merchant ship that was going to 


carry the U.S. flag to every major port on 


earth? It was to be a traveling demonstra­ 
tion of American good will. 


It cost $8 « million to get ready for this 
demonstration, 
including y ears of special 
training for the marine engineers who would 
operate the ship. These technicians, drawing 
wages ranging from $14,000 to $22,000 a y ear, 
were assured of steady careers. Some of 
them had been readied for nuclear craft serv. 
ice by being paid to take advanced work 
at the Merchant Marine Academy —the equiv­ 


alent of $25,000 worth of college education. 
All this was done, of course, with public 
money . 


Yet. over a wage dispute, the engineers 
were willing to scuttle the entire Savannah 
project and cause the ship to be tied up 
indefinitely , Commenting on their arbitrary 
refusal to agree to terms, Secretary of Com­ 
m erce Hodges 
referred to their “defiant 
attitude” and accused them of “ turning on 
the governm ent.” 
You get 
the idea, if y ou think about it. 
that the Savannah dem onstrated something 
about the United States more revealing than 
a 
nuclear-powered 
m erchants 
ship—some, 
thing about 
getting a-plenty 
w h i l e y ou’re 
getting. 
Or. in the 
latest words of the oft-quoted 
Leo Durocher. something about tripping y our 
n,other on the 
way home from 3rd if the 
old lady represented the winning run.

American rat race, say s in his new book, 
“ The Pvramid Climbers.” that corporations 
now go in strong for ex ecutives who are tall, 
lean, clean-shaven and blessed with poise, 
bearing and tact. 
That s the image: that is what brass hat 
think brass hats should look like.

What intrigues the political sci­ 


entists of Mr. Kennedy ’s inner cir­ 


cle is the heavy official labor sup. 
port given McKeldin. And the fact 
that much of this labor, and many 


of the leading activists in the Re­ 
publican cam paign, were Negro 
officials and rank-and-file work­ 
ingmen. 


There is no doubt that the labor 
vote was the balance of power in 
M cKeldin’s 
successful 
d r i v e 
against 
the 
48 -y ear-old 
acting 
May or. Philip H. Goodman. If this 
is a hint of a trend, it is one of 
the most significant developments 
on the political front. 


IF IT’S a sign of the times, it 
could mean Republican cracking 
of strong Dem ocratic machines in 
big Northern industrial cities. It 
m ay not be, for McKeldin has 
long been popular with M ary land 
labor, having held the m ay oralty 
and the governorship in the past. 
But a close look at rhe record of 
this cam paign reveals more than 
the 
personal 
popularity 
of 
the 
man who once put Dwight Eisen­ 
hower in nomination for the pres, 
idency . 


There alway s has been an in­ 
fluential 
Republican 
labor 
bloc 
here. Surprisingly , in the recent 
jousting, a phalanx of Democrats 
swung over to the GOP nominee. 
After a series of conferences, the 
union leaders organized the “ Bi­ 
partisan 
Labor 
Committee 
for 
McKeldin.” 
They worked with 
Robert Gormley , chief of the Re­ 
publican 
Labor Division during 
the last 10 day s of the drive. The 
Dem ocrats never lost their politi­ 
cal identity —though they poured 
it on 
for the 
Republican chal­ 
lenger. 


And they did it on the record 
Thev put their names on the com­ 
mittee's 
literature 
This 
was 
across-the-board 
labor 
support— 
from among 
the steelworkers, the 
hod carriers, the chemical work­ 
ers. 
the longshoremen and the 
teamsters. 


Among te latter was 
Dick Gra- 
bowskv. a traditional Hoffa foe, 
who leads a strong local of more 
than 5 . 000 driver . 


McKELDIN, who once said his 
hobby is “ work,” proved i last 
month. 
Accompanied by Negro 
longshoremen leaders and a pop­ 
ular Negro hodcarrier, he got up 
at 5 a m. to get down to the docks 
at shape-up time. 
He mix ed with 
the 
men 
as 
they set out for work on the piers. 
With other labor leaders he went 
to union parties. He stalked plant 
gates in the early morning, lunch­ 
tim e and quitting hours. 
The bipartisan com m ittee sup­ 
plied cars. They put workers into 
the precincts. They got up ample 
ballots. They contributed funds. 
On the morning of April 27, they 
ran a labor breakfast for Mc­ 
Keldin. 
Over 
130 labor leaders 
and stew ards turned out as a sign 
of 
solidrity . 
There 
can 
be no 
doubt that they helped him roll up 
the winning votes. 
Whether tis bipartisansip will 
hold together for the 1964 presi­ 
dential 
cam paign, 
no one can 
guess. Fighting for a local Repub­ 
lican is one thing, bucking John 
Kennedy in '64 is another propo­ 
sition entirely . 
But Repuolican strategists will 
try to use Baltimore as an east­ 
ern anchor nor a national labor 
network in '64. It will stretch from 
Baltimore and New York to Cal­ 
ifornia, Oregon and at least one 
point in between 


THOUGH THE STORY is vir­ 
tually unknown in many sections 
of the country , there is 
a Repub­ 
lican-labor coalition in Idaho. The 
GOP governor, Robert E. Smy lie, 
was the only Republican guver- 
natorial candidate in 1962 to get 
ment. Mr. Smy lie took a third four 
official 
state AFL-CIO endorse- 
y ear term with a heavy margin. 
The president and the secreiary 
of the state labor federation are 
frequent visitors to the governor's 
office. 
There 
are 
not 
many 
areas 
w’here there is such liaison. But 
California’s Sen, Kuchel had im­ 
portant labor support. His Califor­ 
nia colleagues are setting up 
a 
labor advisory committee or two 
there. 
T here’s Mark Hatfield of Ore­ 
gon, who had strong labor endor­ 
sement. In New York Sen. Keat­ 
ing has been conferring with la­ 
bor men. So is Gov. Rockefeller. 
Republican 
strategists 
know 
they can’t crack through the popu. 
larity of John Kennedy with the 
national labor leaders. 
But the 
GOP officials feel they can. by 
regional organizing, change their 
image of opposition to labor. 
If Baltimore means a trend, the 
Republicans 
y ear-round 
Big City 
drive could y et pay off heavily 
in votes in Democratic strong­ 
holds.

The Arizona senator, incident­ 
ally . will argue for civil rights 
and equality but wants the goal 
to be achieved only through the 
proper legal processes. He can 
even espouse the cause of inte­ 
gration and not be offensive to 
the South as long as he insists 
that it be achieved through legal 
and 
consitutional 
methods 
and 
not by usurpation or by methods 
which are coercive and unlawful. 
Sen. Goldwater may or may 
not become the Republican norm- 
ness for president, but he is one 
of the few Republicans active in 
national politics who has the tern, 
erity to insist on constiuionalism 
as he foregoes the opportunities 
for demagoguery 
on 
the 
civil 
rights issue. 
The Republicans in the South 
have been making gains in the 
last few y ears. 
But they have 
done so as an opposition party . 
They are often as conservative, 
if not more so. than their Demo­ 
cratic opponents. The close race 
in 
Alabama 
last 
y ear for the 
U.S. Senate has encouraged the 
Republicans. 
The same trend has been notice­ 
able in other states. Votes have 
been given to the Republicans by 
persons who are resentful of the 
policies of the Kennedy admin­ 
istration. 
THE BIG QUESTION is wheth. 
er the current antagonism will 
abate or whether it will grow by 
the time the 1964 election is at 
hand. 
I could develop that, even 
with the active participation of 
the Democratic members of Con­ 
gress on the side of the Ken­ 
nedy administration, the negative 
vote 
will 
be 
large 
enough 
to 
put some 
of the Southern states 
in the 
electoral 
column of an 
opposition party .

Mrs. Constance Baker Motley , 
associate counsel of the NAACP’s 
legal defense fund, told a news 
conference in New York Monday 
the decision would increase the 
desire of Negroes to be served 
in restaurants and other estab­ 
lishments.

more 
demonstrations 
throughout the nation. 


The court ruled Monday that 
a state or city m ay not interfere, 
in any fashion, with peaceful sit- 
in demonstrations in public places 
of business. However, the court 
did not draw a clear line of when 
a shopkeeper m ay on his own re­ 
fuse to serve Negroes or call po­ 
lice to have them evicted from 
his property .
